until now regarded as insoluble in all 
known solvents, are readily dissolved 
by selenium oxychloride, according to 
the announcement of Dr. Lenher. By

Nation-Wide 
Campaign Being 


Made to Keep Illicit Drugs 


Out of the Country. 


FAIL 
TO 
GET SMUGGLERS 


Authorities Admit They Have Been 


Helpless in Preventing Addicts 


From Securing Dope—Where 


Opium Comes From. 


New York.—A nation-wide campaign 


is being made against the sale of Il- 
licit drugs in the United States. Fed- 
eral investigators have reported that 
more morphine, heroin, cocaine and 
straight opium are being used in New 
York city, Chicago, San 
Francisco, 


Philadelphia and Boston than ever be- 
fore. 
While the authorities In these 


cities have the la\\s necessary to deal 
with the situation, they declare they 
cannot stop something they cannot 
•ce. 


When It is considered that one man 


ran cross the Canadian border or the 
Rio Grande and, \\lthout changing his 
appearance In any manner, return 
with several thousand dollars' worth 
of drugs, it may he realized how diffi- 
cult it Is for national, state and mu- 
nicipal authorities to cope with the 
situation. 
Besides this difficulty, the 


go\eminent has announced that the 
illegitimate use of habit-forming drugs 
has increased anywhere from 23 to 
50 per cent since the Eighteenth 
amendment became an appendix to 
the Constitution. 


Where Opium Comes From. 


Virtuallj all of the opium lawfully 


sent to the United States comes from 
London nnd Edinburgh. In those cities 
three inamitacturers send out more 
opium than all the rest of the manu- 
facturers In Great Britain. 
While 


some of the opium smuggled into this ' 
country comes from India, a larger | 
portion comes from Turkey, Persia 
and Syria. 


In New York city the narcotics squad 


of the internal re-venue bureau has 
made frequent raids against the smug- 
gler, the dispenser and the addict. 
They have discovered that much co-, 


calne and opium are brought In by 
sailors on pa&senger and Ireight steam- 
ships. 


Easy to i_and Drugs. 


The authorities -ealize that it is an 


easy matter for a harbor boatman to 
load his clothing with "dope" during 
the night. 
He Is not subjected to 


daily search. So Jong as he maintain? 
reasonable care and observance of 
common sense in his methods be can 
continue Indefinitely. Drugs are easily 
concealed. 
Fedeial authorities havo 


found opium in women's hair, sewed 
Into men's hat bands, contained In 
artificial limbs, filling the inner tubes 
of automobile tires, In consignments 
of lumber and vegetables and even In 
collars worn by dogs trained to make 
daily trips across the Canadian bor- 
der. 


The solution of the problem lies In 


a federal act prohibiting the Impor- 
tation, manufacture and exportation 
of habit-forming drugs, except in such 
limited amounts as are necessary for 
the legitimate uses of the medical pro- 
fession, according to Royal S- Cope- 
land, health commissioner of New 
York city. 
He said every honest 


pharmacist should be made an agent 
of the government to handle opium 
and its derivatives.

dustrles. The original statements ron 
cernirig Its exceptional powers have 
been amply verified, the speaker as- 
serted, by him nnd a group of students 
who have been attracted to the lab 
oratories of the University of Wis- 
consin during the last year. 


Once a Waste Product. 


The raw material from which It is 


obtained was once a waste product 
from the electrolytic refining ofcopper, 
for until recently the selenium frun 
these electrolytic slimes, while known 
to the chemist as a rare element, had 
been considered as almost valueless. 


The solvent Itself Is a heavy liquid, 


and nearly odorless. It can be readily 
handled in a commercial way, how- 
ever, for were it the "universal solv- 
ent" of alchemy It could not be trans- 
ported, as no vessel could withstand 
it. 


This discovery of everyday uses for 


a substance formed from discarded 
material Is regarded by scientists as 
a typical illustration of the value of 
research.

Tho^e straw- 
berries simply must be picked tin* 
forenoon, too.

sunshine today; all the berries not in 
the cooling room by noon vail bo 
spoiled." 


This farmer had encountered one of 


the periods in his farm work v lien the 
proprietor's presence is de^perateh 
needed in two places at the i>aine time. 
Turning to save a pro(it on hi« dairy, 
he \vas likely to lose one on his straw- 
berry crop; if he saved the berrie0 ho 
lost the milk, for milk and strawber- 
ries wait for no man.

Here 
goes for the milk."

Jim and the buckboard around the- 
maple on the corner and urired the 
horse into his best gait wh.Mi tl"-\ 
reached the main road.

mile from home a forewheel begun to 
give off slight, complaining Bounds-.

Maryland farmers have already put 
an Idea like this into execution, ac- 
cording to the department's represen- 
tatives. 
They own and operate a 


track on co-operative basis, and the 
rai* is 15 cents per hundredweight for 
first-class goods. I believe I can haul 
your produce with a light truck for 
20 cents a hundred pounds during the 
summer months. 
The co-operative 


idea in Maryland is not managed to 
secure a profit, but I shall have to 
make a profit to pay for the time I 
am taking from my own work."

The bill proposing a tax upon all 


corporations making a business of 
erecting sign boards along highways 
which passed 150-40 was supported by 
Representative Elgin. It will not af- 
fect local individuals or concerns, he 
explains, only large corporations mak- 
ng a business of sign erecting. 


Dr. Ejgin voted against the bill 


proposing that every gallon of gaso- 
line carry a one cent tax as ice creaiv 
does at the present time. This bill 
passed the House 123-60. He also vot- 
ed against the bill providing for a 
tax on the gross receipts of motion 
picture houses. That bill also passed 
119-64 and, if becoming a law, will 
amount to a one per cent, tax for 
movie house owners.

HIM TEN DOLLARS 


Ten dollars apiece for rabbits is 


rather high even in these days of high 
living costs, but Game Protector W, 
C. Stevens, York, feels that he didn't 
profiteer a bit when he fined Howard 
S. Leas, a Dover sportsman, $60 for 
shooting rabbits illegally. Leas shot 
five of them illegally last November, 
according to his admission of guilt be- 
fore the game protector Saturday. At 
the same time the game protector has 
decided to hold Justice R. H. Bower- 
sox, aso of Dover, whom the game pro- 
tector says allowed Leas to commit 
the breach of law without exerting his 
authority. According to Game Pro- 
tector Stevens, Leas, Bowersox and 
Curtis Latchaw, members of the Dover 
band, last November went to East 
Berlin to play at a band fair.

After making a thorough investiga- 
tion of the case, Stevens arrested the 
trio, but later discharged Lat chaw. 
Leas plead guilty. Game Protector 
Stevens said that he does not know 
what to do with Bowersox, who pleads 
not guilty, but the game protector 
feels that Bowersox should be irtinish- 
ed for permitting the violation to have 
been committed. The game protector 
promises more fines and further pros- 
ecutions in like cases. The specific 
charges against the trio were hunting 


rabbits between sunset and sunrise 
and using an automobile and spot 
light.

Then add one cupful of flour, sifted 
with two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der. Lastly, fold in the stiffly beaten 
whites and bake as for angel food. 


Banana Pie. 


Take one cupful of sifted banano 


pulp, one-half cupful of sugar, one 
cracker, powdered fine, one-half cup- 
ful of milk, grated rind and juice ol 
half a lemon, one-half teaspoonful ol 
salt, one-third teaspoonful of cinna- 
mon. one egg and one-third of a cupful 
of cream. 
Mix all together and bake

work. With the tremendous idvnnce 
in electrical machinery for the home 
the actual work Is growing to bo both 
easy and ngrpeable. It Is high time 
that the social stigma should disap- 
pear, nnd the advance in salaries is 
going to help largely to Hscompllsh 
this result. 


COVERING OVER KITCHEN FLOOR 


WILL REDUCE SCRUBBING WORK 


Unfinished Floors Require Much Work to Keep in Good Condition. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


What is the best material for the 


kitchen floor, the most practical finish, 
and the most satisfactory covering are 
Questious much discussed. 
All house- 


wives agree, however, that the unfin- 
ished wooden floor is hard to clean, 
and painting, oiling or covering it with 
gome washable material saves much 
labor, say specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. An 
unfinished wood floor requires fre- 
quent scrubbings, which no matter how 
thorough, cannot remove spots and 
stains from some kinds of wood and 
cause the surface of others to &li\er 
and become rough. 


Maple Widely Used. 


Maple is one of the woods most sisetl 


for kitchen floors. It is smooth arid 
verj durable, and when oiled is proof 
against grease and water stain. Long- 
leaf Georgia pine and Douglas nr or 
red spruce are other desirable kinds, 
and may be painted or oiled. Any kind 
of wooden flooring should be well sea- 
soned before it is laid to lessen the 
shrinking and swelling due to changes 
in temperature and atmospheric con- 
ditions. Any cracks in the lloor should 
be filled with .putty, or better, with 
one of the special preparations for the 
purpose. 


There are a variety of concrete and 


Bo-called "composition" floor materials 
nov, on the market which are ad\er- 
ti<-ed for kitchens. They are often easy 
to clean and do not absorb grease and 
water when new. 
Some of them, how- 


pver, tend to crack" and chip with wear, 
nnd then are difficult to keep in order. 
Some are also rather hard and fa- 
tiguing to stand on, though this draw- 
back can be overcome somewhat by 
using mats of rubber, cork or some re- 


silient material. 
The special paints 


now on the market make concrete 
floors easier to care for, less dusty, and 
more durable. 


Linoleum is a very satisfactory cov- 


ering for the kitchen floor. It is rela- 
tively durable, comfortable for the 
leet, and easy to clean. 
It is manu- 


factured in a variety of colors, de- 
signs and qualities; the better grades 
will be found most economical in the 
long run. 
Varnishing or waxing lino- 


leum is «aid to protect the surface 
and makes it wear longer. 


Floor oilcloth is cheap pnd easily 


cleaned, but wears out quickly. Floor 
coverings, such as carpets and mat- 
tings, which hold dust and dirt, are un- 
suited to the kitchen, says a revised 
edition of Farmers' Bulletin No. 607, 
'The Farm Kitchen as a Workshop," 
issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Constant Scrubbing Injurious. 


Whatever the material of the kitch- 


en floor, or the covering used on it, 
constant scrubbing and the excessive 
use of soap and water will injure the 
surface. 
Care should be taken, there- 


fore, not to drop food on the floor. 
Spreading paper where food is likely 
to be dropped or grease to be spat- 
tered will save labor in the end. A 
soft brush or dust mop Avill keep a 
floor in better condition than a broom, 
and make mopping less frequently 
necessary. A dish mop of hotel size, 
kept in a convenient place and used 
to remove drops of water or other 
liquids accidentally spilled, will «ave 
frequent scrubbing of the entire floor, 
and when dampened and wrung nearly 
dry can he used to remove spots or 
dust. 
If so useil it will often prevent 


dirt from being carried from one part 
of the room to another. 


EXCELLENT RECIPES 


FOR VARIOUS ROLLS 


Vegetable Compilations to Serve 


in Place of Meat, 


Beans, Cowpeas, Lentils or Peas, With 


Different Kinds of Cheese and 


Bread, Crumbs to Thicken 


Are Recommended. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


By combining legumes, either beans 


of various kinds, cowpcas, lentils, or 
peas, with cheese of various kinds, and 
.adding bread crumbs to thicken the 
mixture, a large variety of rolls may 
be made. Beans are usually mashed, 
but peas or small lima beans may be 
combined whole with bread crumbs 
and grated cheese, and enough* of the 
liquor in which the vegetables have 
been cooked may be added to give the 
right consistency. Homemade cottage 
cheese, or ordinary American cheese 
may be used. 
The following recipes 


are recommended by United States 
Department of Agriculture food spe- 
cialists : 


Boston Roast. 


1 pound can kidney beans Or equivalent 


quantity of cooked beans. 


% pound grated cheese. 
Bread crumbs. 
Bait. 


Mash the beans or put them through 


a meat grinder. 
Add the cheese and 


sufficient bread crumbs to make the 
mixture stiff enough to be formed into 
• roll Bake in a moderate oven, bast- 
Ing occasionally with butter and water. 
Serve with tomato sauce. This dish 
may be flavored with onions, chopped 
and cooked in butter and water. 


Pimento and Cheese Roast 


t cvpfule cooked lima beans. 
Vfc pound crsam cheese, commercial or 


home-made. 
! canned pimentos, chopped. 
Bread crumbs. 


Put 
the first three 
Ingredients 


through a meat chopper. Mix thor- 
wighly and add bread crumbs until it 
is stiff enough to form Into a roll. 
Brown in the oven, basting occasion- 
ally with butter and water. 


Nut and Cheese Roast 


1 cupful grated cheese, 
1 cupful bread crumbu 
I cupful chopped English walnuts. 
I tablespoon fulB chopped onion. 
1 tablespoonful butter. 
Juice half a lemon. 
Bolt and pepper. 


Cook the onion in the butter and a 


little water until it is tender. 
Mix 


the other ingredients and moisten with 
water, using the water in which the 
onion has been cooked. Pour into a

HANDY CURTAIN STRETCHERS 


Devices Soon Pay for Themselves in 


Saving Worker's Time and Wear 


and Tear on Curtains. 


Curtain stretchers do not cost much, 


and soon pay for themselves In sav- 
ing the worker's time and wear and 
teai on the curtains. Also, most kinds 
of curtains hang better if stretched 
into shape rather than ironed. In buy- 
Ing curtain stretchers it is worth while 
to pay a little more for a good, rigid 
kind that can also be used for -dry- 
ing blankets. 
Blankets dried on a 


stretcher keep their shape. 


The pins in a curtain stretcher may 


be movable so as to fit all the scal- 
lops of a curtain, but stationary pins 
are more satisfactory and substantial. 
Instead of having pins on the stretch- 
er, many housewives wrap up the 
frame with heavy ticking or tape and 
pin the curtains or blankets to their 
pieces. Some fr«mes are tied togeth- 
er at the corners with strips of tape 
or muslin, but clamps cost very little 
and are much more convenient.

Those who are fond of peanut but- 


ter will like to try: 


Rice and Peanut Cas- 


serole. — Add 
one-half 


cupful of uncooked rice 
to three cupluls of cold 
water and bring to a boil 
quickly.

colander to drain. Dash 
over cold water, add one 
teaspoonful of salt and

Apple Pudding. — Pare three large 


apples and cut in small pieces. Lay 
on a greased pieplate. Sprinkle with

cupful of sugar. 


Cream one tablespoonful of butter 
nnd add the rest of the sugar, one 
well-beaten egg, one-halt 
cupful of 


milk and one and one-quarter cupfuls 
of flour sifted with one teaspoonful 
of baking powder. Beat thoroughly. 
Pour over the apples and bake as for 
any cake. 
Ser\e with sugar and 


cream. 


Chocolate 
Doughnuts. — Beat 
one 


egg, add one cupful of sugar. When 
well mixed add one-third of a cupful 
of cocoa or two squares of grated, 
melted chocolate with one teaspoonful 
of butter and a dash of salt. To five 
and one-fourth cupfuls of flour add 
three teaspoonfuls of baking powder; 
add alternately to the egg mixture 
with one cupful of milk. Bake a mix- 
ture stiff enough to roH, using a half 
cupful of the measured flour for the 
board. 
Chill well before rolling and 


the cakes will be handled more eas- 
ily with less flour. 


Potato Salad. — Cook two cupfuls ol 


diced potatoes in salted boiling water. 
Drain and when cold add one-third of 
a cupful of celery, the same of fresh 
tomato, one tablespoonful of grated 
onion. Take one-half 
teaspoouful of 


mustard, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
one-third of a cupful of sour cream, 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of salt, 
one-third of a cupful of mild vinegar, 
all well blended and poured over the 
potato, celery and tomato. 


Grapefruit 
Salad.— Remove 
the 


grapefruit in sections from the skin. 
Add equal parts of celery and serve 
with a highly seasoned mayonnaise. 
The salad may be served in the shells 
of the fruit cut in quarters or third*.

inch with toasted buttered crumbs'. 
Fill the dish with canned or fresh 
fruit; add sugar if needed. 
Blueber- 


ries are especially good. Bake in a 
moderate o\en for three-quarters of an 
hour. 
Serve ice-cold with whippd 


cream or with lemon gelatin whipped 
until foamy, sweetened and chilled. 


Krummel Torte.—Beat rwo eggs un 


til light; add one cupful of sugar, six 
tablespooufuls of bread crumbs, mixed 
with two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der and one cupful each of chopped 
nuts and dates. Mix well and bake in 
a shallow pan in a slow oven three- 
quarters of an hour. Serve cold with 
whipped cream or with an egg sauce. 


Luncheon 
Circles.—Cut 
left-over 


bread in circles, dip in an egg batter 
and fry until brown on both sides. 
Spread half of the circles with butter 
and jelly and put two together sand- 
wich fashion. Sprinkle with powdered 
sugar and serve hot. 


Lemon Dumplings.—Take two cup- 


fuls of bread crumbs, one teaspoonful 
of baking powder, eight tablespoonfuls 
(one-half cupful) of flour, a table- 
spoonful of shortening, a pinch of sali, 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar, three 
eggs and the juice and rind of a1 lemon. 
Mix and drop in six tablespoonfnle oo 
a dripping pan. Bake and serve at 
once with a lemon sauce. 


Columbia Fritters.—Take two cup- 


fuls of crumbs, one-half cupful of cur- 
rants, two tablespoonfuls of shorten- 
ing, the grated peel of a lemon, a lit- 
tle salt, two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, four tablespoonfuls each of 
sugar and flour, three eggs and one- 
half teaspoonful of cinnamon. 
Mix 


and beat well and drop large spoon- 
fuls into hot fat; fry a golden brown. 
Serve with whipped cream or a lemon 
sauce.

than was Indicated In his preliminary 
announcement made before the Amer- 
ican Chemical society. 


It dissolves rubber, glues, enamels, 
hydrocarbons and many 
other 
sub- 
stances which hitherto have been re- 
garded as most resistant to all chem- 
ical ajrencles except Are. 


Other Substances 
Dissolved. 


Such products as redmnnol. bakellte 
and 
condenslte, which are used as 
substitutes for amber In the making 
of pipe stems and for many 
other 
Industrial 
purposes, and have 
been 
until now roffafded as insoluble in all 
known solvents, are readily dissolved 
by selenium oxychlorlde. according to 
the announcement of Dr. Lenher. By 


This combination of a two-headed mechanical cotton picker, operated 
by a small electric motor and mounted on a compact garden tractor, is said 
to bo able to pick 140 pounds of cotton an hour. 
After tho picking head has 
removed the burr, the fluffy cotton is drawn by a small blower through th® 
big flexible tubing Into a container on the tractor. 


its use ordinary paints, varnishes and

OPIUM TRAFFIC 


Nation-Wide 
Campaign 
Being 
Made to Keep Illicit Drugs 
Out of the Country. 


FAIL TO GET SMUGGLERS 


Authorities Admit They Have 
Been 
Helpless in Preventing Addicts 
From Scouring Dope—Where 
Opium Comes From. 


New York.—A nation-wide campaign 
Is being made against the sale of il- 
licit drugs in the United States. Fed- 
eral investigators have reported that 
more morphine, heroin, cocaine and 
straight opium are being used in New 
York 
city, Chicago. San Francisco. 
Philadelphia and Boston than ever be- 
fore. 
While the authorities In these 
cities Imve the laws necessary to deal 
with the situation, they declare they 
cnnnot stop something they 
cannot 
•ee. 


When it is considered that one man 
can cross the Canadian border or the 
Ulo Grande and, without changing his 
appearance In any manner, 
return 
with several thousand dolkirs' worth 
of drugs, it may be realized how dUli- 
cult it is for national, state and mu- 
nicipal authorities to cope with the 
situation. 
Besides this difficulty, the 
govex'nment has announced that the 
lUeglUmate use of hnblt-formlng drugs 
has increased anywhere from 25 to 
DO per cent 
since the Eighteenth 
amendment 
became an appendix to 
tJie Constitution. 


Where Opium Comes Fi-om. 


Virtually all of the opium lawfully 
sent to the United States comes from 
London and Edinburgh, 
In these cities 
three manufacturers send out more 
opium than all the rest of the manu- 
facturers in Great Britain. 
While 
some of the opium smuggled Into this 
country comes from India, a larger 
portion 
comes from Turkey, 
Persia 
and Syria. 


In New York city the narcotics squad 
of the Internal revenue bureau has 
made fi-ociuent raids against the smug- 
gler, the dispenser and the addict. 
They havo discovered that much co- 


caine and opium are brought In by 
sailors on passenger and freight steam- 
ships. 


Easy to Land Drugs. 


The authorities realize that it is an 
easy matter for a harbor boatman to 
load his clothing with "dope" during 
the night. 
He Is not subjected to 
daily search. 
So long as he maintains» 
reasonable 
care and observance of 
common sense In his tnethods he can 
continue Indeiinitely. Drugs are easily 
concealed. 
Federal authorities have 
found opium In women's hair, sewed 
Into men's hat bands, contained In 
artificial limbs, filling the inner tubes 
of automobile tires, in consignments 
of lumber and vegetables and even In 
collars worn by dogs trained to make 
daily trips across the Canadian bor- 
der. 


The solution of the problem lies In 
a federal act prohibiting the Impor- 
tation, manufactpre and 
exportation 
of hablt-forming drugs, except in such 
limited amounts as are necessai'y for 
the legltlnuite uses of the medical pro- 
fession, according to Royal S. Cope- 
land, 
health 
commissioner of New 
York 
city. 
He said 
every 
honest 
pharmacist should be made an agent 
of the government to handle opium 
and its derivatives. 


or In this powerful solvent, as it can- 
be employed in making more porous 
charcoals contained In the filter ma- 
terial of war gas masks, a process 
known as activation. 


*'The coconut charcoal used In the 
gas mask," continued Dr. Lenher, "can 
bo activated by this new reagent by 
treatment at ordinary 
temperatures, 
which Is a considerable advance over 
the older steam activation at a white 
hoat." 


The use of activated charcoal in the 
extraction of • gasoline from natural 
gas Is one which is interesting chem- 
ists today, and still leaves the gs.^ 
avallaI)lo for household and industrial 
purposes. 
As a laboratory 
reagent 
Dr. Lonher said that the properties ol 
selenium oxychlorlde are so unusual 
that It' is likely to come Into common 
use wJiprever research Is conducted 


Tht» solvent, which 
was formerly 
reiiarded as merely a laboratory curi- 
osity. is finding its place in many in 
dustrles. The original statements con- 
cerning Its exceptional powers have 
been amply verified, the speaker as- 
serted, by him and a group of students 
who have been attracted to the lab- 
oratories of the Unjverslty of Wis- 
consin during the Inst year. 


Once a Waste Product, 
, 


The raw material from which It Is 
obtained was once a waste product 
from the electrolytic refining orcopper, 
for until recently the selenium frum 
these electrolytic slimes, while known 
to the chemist as a rare element, had 
been considered as almost valueless. 


The solvent itself Is a heavy liquid, 
and nearly odorless. It can be readily 
handled In a commercial way, how- 
ever, for were it the "universal solv- 
ent" of alchemy It could not be trans- 
ported. as no vessel could withstand 
it. 


This discovery of everyday uses for 
a substance formed from 
discarded 
material Is regarded by scientists as 
a typical illustration of the value of 
research.

Physicians 
Picture 
Stunted Growth and Diseases 
From Hunger, 


Vienna. — Three 
internationally 
known 
Austrian 
physicians 
have 
Joined in a.statement to the effect that 
Austrian children will remain peruja- 
nently stunted in growth unless ade- 
quate relief is given immediately. 


The physicians are Dr. Eiselbcrg. 
Vienna bruin specialist and one of the 
leading surgeons of the city, and Drs. 
Lorenz and Pirquet, the latter inventoi 
of the tuberculin test and for two 
years profeiisor at Johns Jiopkins uni- 
versity, 


"At the end of juvenile growth the 
average boys of Vienna are about four 
inches below noriuul height and about 
sixteen pounds below normal weight. 
Girls are correspondingly 
stunted/' 
ihey say» 


"We also believe from a medical

Forming an Association. 


Such an association can be organizeii 
as a regular stock company. 
Bulletin

quest, contains information regarding 
the by-laws under which a . co-oper- 
ative association should be organized 
and farmers' bulletin 1032 tells how the 
motor-truck route ought to be oper- 
ated, how prices are fixed, and

COVERING OVER KITCHEN FLOOR 


WILL REDUCE SCRUBBING WORK 


Unfinished Floors Require Much Work to Keep in Good Condition. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


What is the best material for tlie 
kitchen floor, the most practical tinish, 
find the most satisfactory covering are 
questions much discussed. 
All house- 
wives agree, however, that the uniln- 
Ished wooden floor is hard to clean, 
and painting, oiling or covering it with 
pome washable material saves much 
labor, say specialists of the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
An 
unfinished 
wood 
floor 
requires 
fre- 
quent scrubbing«, which no matter how 
thorough, 
cannot 
remove 
spots 
and 
stains from some kinds of wood and 
cause the surface of others to sliver 
and become rough. 


Maple Widely Used. 


Maple is one of the woods most nsod 
for kitchen 
floors. 
It is smooth and 
ver> durable, and when oiled is proof 
against grease and water stain, Jjong- 
leaf Georgia pine and Douglas iir or 
red spruce are other desirable kinds, 
and may be painted or oiled. Any kind 
of wooden flooring should be well sea- 
soned before it is laid to lessen the 
shrinking and swelling due to changes 
in temperature and atmospheric con- 
ditions. Any cracks in the floor should 
be fllled wlUi .putty, or better, with 
one of the special preparations for the 
purpose. 


There are a variety of concrete and 
Bo-called "composition" floor materials 
now on the market which are adver- 
tised for kitchens. 
They are often easy 
to clean and do not absorb grease and 
water when new. 
Some of them, how- 
ever, tend to craci and chip with wear, 
and then are difllcult to keep in order. 
Borne are also rather hard and fa- 
tiguing to stand on. though this draw- 
back can be overcome somewhat by 
using mats of rubber, cork or some re- 


silient material. 
The special paints 
now on the market 
make 
concrete 
floors easier to care for, less dusty, and 
more durable. 


Linoleum is a very satisfactory cov- 
ering for the kitchen floor. It is rela- 
tively 
durable, 
comfortable 
for 
thd 
feet, and easy to clean. 
It is manu- 
factured in a variety of colors, de- 
signs and qualities; the better grades 
will be found most economical In the 
long run. 
Varnishing or waxing lino- 
leum Is said to protect the surface 
and makes It wear longer. 


Floor oilcloth is cheap and easily 
cleaned, but wears out quickly. 
J^loov 
coverings, such as carpets and mat- 
tings, which hold dust and dirt, are un- 
suited to the kitchen, says a revised 
edition of Farmers* Bulletin No. 607, 
"The Farm Kitchen as a Workshop." 
issued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Constant Scrubbing Injurious. 


Whatever tlie material of the kitch- 
en floor, or the covering used on it, 
constant scrubbing and the excessive 
use of soap anfj water will injure the 
surface. 
Care should be taken, there- 
fore, not to drop food on the 
floor. 
Spreading paper where food is likely 
to be dropped or grease to be spat- 
tered will save labor in the end. 
A 
soft brush or dust mop will keep a 
floor in better condition than a broom, 
and 
make 
mopping 
less 
frequently 
' necessary. 
A dish mop of hotel size, 
kept in a convenient place and used 
to remove drops of water or other 
liquids accidentally spilled» will save 
frequent scrubbing of the entire floor, 
and when dampened and wrung nearly 
6ry can be used to remove spots or 
dust. 
If so used It will often prevent 
dirt from being carried from one part 
of the room to another. 


EXCELLENT RECIPES 
FOR VARIOUS ROLLS 


Vegetable Combirtations to Serve 
in Place of Meat. 


Beans. Cowpeas, Lentils or Peas. With 
Different Kinds of Cheese and 
Bread. Crumbs to Thicken 
Are Recommended. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


By combining legumes, either beans 
of various kinds, cowpeas. lentils, or 
peas, with cheese of various kinds, and 
adding bread crumbs to thicken, the 
'mixture, a large variety of rolls may 
be made. 
Beans are usually mashed, 
but peas or small lima beans may be 
combined 
whole with bread 
crumbs 
and grated cheese, and enouglf of the 
liquor in which the vegetables have 
been cooked may be added to give the 
right consistency. 
Homemade cottage 
cheese, or ordinary American cheese 
may be used. 
Tlie following recipes 
are recommended 
by 
United 
States 
Department of Agriculture food 
cialists: 


Boston Roast. 


1 pound can kidney beans or equivalent 


qunntUy oí cooked I>oans. 
i^i pound grated chceso» 
Broud crumbs. 
Bait. 


Mash the beans or put tliem through 
a meat grinder. 
Add the cheese and 
BuilU'lent bread crumbs to make the 
mixture stiff enough to be formed into 
a roll. 
Bake in a moderate oven, bast- 
ing occasionally with butter and water. 
JServe with tomato sauce. 
This dish 
may be flavored with onions, chopped 
and cooked In butter and water. 


Pimento and Cheese Roast 


i oupfulB cooked lima beans. 
% puund cream ciieese, commercial 
or 


homo-made. 
J canned pUnentoe, chopped. 
Bread crumbs. 


Put 
the 
first 
three 
Ingredients 
through a meat chopper.

HANDY CURTAIN STRETCHERS 


Devices Soon Pay for Themselves in 
Saving Worker's Time and Wear 
and Tear on Curtains. 


Curtain stretchers do not cost much, 
and soon pay for themselves In sav- 
ing the worker's time and wear and 
tear on the curtains. 
Also, most kinds 
of curtains hang better If stretched 
into sliape ratlier than ironed. 
In buy- 
ing curtain stretchers it Is worth while 
to pay a little more for a good, rigid 
kind that can also be used for dry- 
ing blankets. 
Blankets dried on a 
stretcher keep their shape. 


The pins in a curtain stretcher may 
bo movable so as to fit all the scal- 
lops of a curtain, but stationary pins 
are more satisfactory and substantial. 
Instead of having pins on the stretch- 
er, many housewives 
wrap up 
the 
frame with heavy ticking or tape and 
pin the curtains or blankets to their 
pieces. 
Some frames are tied togeth- 
er at the corners with strips of tape 
or muslin, but clamps cost very little 
and are much more convenient.

Rice and Peanut Cas- 


scrole. — Add

cupful of uncooked rice
